‘ Three Hundred Words,’” published 
in 1906), the circular points out, was 
not a list of newly simplified words 
al all, but a selection

simplier 
term s for more than 3,000 words al­ 
ready in good 
use, 
being, 
in 
th 9 
greater part, those preferred by the 
three 
principal 
American 
diction­ 
aries. 
The “second list,” published two 
years later, contained 
some 
forms 
th at were 
unfamiliar 
to readers of 
only 
modern 
literature, 
but 
that 
were for the most part restorations 
of simplifications formerly in 
high. 
literary use. A year later (1909) the 
‘ third 
list” 
appeared, 
containing 
only four general rules. 
The three 
lists were then put together in one 
‘Anabolic List,” also issued in 1909. 
Since that time, the circular states, 
the board has been engaged in the 
preparation of a provisional ‘‘Vocab­ 
ulary of Simplifications,” intended to 
include all the ordinary words of the 
English, language 
that 
admit 
any 
simplification of spelling, 
according 
to the existing rules an analogies,

ripe for it. 
No good will come from j 
trying to force good roads iii com • 
inanities where the people are satis­ 
fied with dirt roads. 
But the state 
can well afford to levy a one-mill tax 
and spend the money to defray a por­ 
tion of Hie cost of permanent roads 
in communities in which the county 
or municipality and the abutting land 
owners will bear the greater propor­ 
tion.

The annual spring agitation for a 
much needed city house cleaning D 
stirring Sedalia again. 
No one can 
abject to that, hut 
surely 
there is 
room for comment as to the method 
adopted. 


If some reformer 
should 
make a 
house to house canvass, urging mo- 
■ hers to let the children clean house 
’hi* spring, arrest and a lunacy com­ 
mission would be ordered. 
Not so 
when it comes to the man-sized job 
' i cleaning up the city. 
We have drifted into this rather 
ii Mildly, so let its halt and 
look at 
•the whole thing critically and so get 
' our bearings. The need faces us 
in 
all its hideousness: the city has no 
department to deal with it (though 
I lenty of ordinances, with penalties 
for maintaining 
nuisances!, 
so the 
wise men who are in charge enlist 
the services of women’s clubs, wha 
in turn think at once 
of the public 
s ' hods, and how’ easy it is to aw ak­ 
en the spirit 
of 
emulation among 
children by 
stirring 
speeches and 
the promise of some 
trifling 
prize. 
Remember, this 
all 
develops natur­ 
ally and without thought of harm to 
m y one. Having considered if care­ 
fully. though, we are shocked at the 
confessed incompetency of our city’s 
fvstem. We wonder that the doctors 
cf the town do not forbid this plan, 
oi at least that the mothers do not 
rise in protest. 
Children, enervated as they always 
a.o in the spring, are seen wheeling 
n e a t loads of trash long distances 
'o their school yards to make a good 
showing, while enough 
loafers orna­ 
ment our down town streets to clean 
up the whole country. Some of the 
children are little fellows, who look 
as lf they would 
drop 
before they 
reach their school. This rubbish is 
io he piled on their school grounds. 
to remain many days as a menace to 
their health, before its final carting 
to a dumping ground. 
Besides 
the 
loafers, 
white 
a n i 
black, who don’t want to work, 
but 
are rejoicing to see the little tots 
doing it, there are earnest laborer? 
who w'ould be glad of 
a 
chance to 
earn a living for those dependent on 
them, and should not be deprived by 
'he unpaid labor of children’s hands. 
We recognize the 
filth of 
back­ 
wards and alleys 
as 
a menace to 
health, and so forsooth, we send in- 
t.ccent children among the grime and 
germs to protect the 
city’s health 
Gentlemen, we 
art' 
ashamed 
of 
your methods and lack of manly dig- 
i ity. Send a corps of physicians who 
know' the lurking dangers when they 
find them, and know how 
to deal 
with them adequately when uncover­ 
ed. You would soon 
see a set of 
ghost like figures arrayed in all Hu- 
precautionary garments of a 
menin­ 
gitis ward, for they would realize the 
need. They would be too wise also 
to omit proper personal disinfecting 
rfterward. or permit 
the piling of 
germ-filled trash near schools. 
By 
Hic way, isn’t there 
an 
ordinance 
covering this last point? 
If it were not such a tragic thing 
it would be hugely humorous. Grown 
people sitting 
back 
and 
“sicking” 
on the children, from 6 to 12 years 
of age, to clean up the town 
for 
them, as a protection to their very 
lives. 
Does vocational 
training 
in 
the 
city schools require a spring course 
it scavenger work? If so, isn’t the 
course rather exacting? 
To inspire children to help 
with 
such work at home and 
about 
the 
school yard is indeed good, 
but if 
by sending them into the back yard 
and any filthy alley we sacrifice the 
life of only one little one a year to 
our ideas cf running an economical 
spring-cleaning campaign,

CARING FOR YOUNG ALFALFA 


Practice of Pasturing Crop During Fall 
and Winter to Save Feed Bill 
Is Serious Mistake.

Many people, on account of short­ 
age of pasture and to save feed, pas­ 
ture their alfalfa during the fall and 
winter. 
This practice is harmful to 
all alfalfa, w hether it is young or old. 


I No doubt it reduces Mn* yields 
tho 
I following season, although the reduc- 
1 Mon may he very slight if conditions 
j are favorable. 
With young alfalfa the practice is 
very harmful. 
It reduces the vigor of 
I the plant, reduces the yield very ma* 
j tonally the following years, and fre­ 
quently kills out some of the young 
plants a t a time when they are 
not 


I very well developed. 
Fall seeded al- 
j fa I fa should never be pastured during 
j the sam e fall and winter in which it 
i is seeded. 
T he little feed which the 
alfalfa will furnish during the w inter 
is far more than offset by the decrease 
iii yield. 
When young alfalfa receives a b a c k ­ 
set it may require two or th ree years 
for it to fully recover, and during all 
of this tim e the yields 
are 
sm aller 
than they 
otherw ise 
would 
be. 
It 
pays to give 
young 
alfalfa 
caieful 
tre a tm e n t and to give it every oppor­ 
tunity to make a good development.
